Provided further that ho is not in arrears in respect of 
his annual membership fee and the regional council f&c on 
a date 45 days before the date, and in case of more than 
one date the first of the dates, fixed for the poll," 

II. For the existing regulation 62, substitute the follow-

"62. Qualifications of members to stand for flection. 

Subject to other provisions of these Regulations, a 
fellow whose name is included in the list of members 
eligible to vote published under sub-regulation (1) of 
regifiation 64 and whose name continues to be on the 
Register on the date on which he is to cast his vote, shall 
be eligible to .stand for elec ion to the Couned from the 
regional constituency in which his name is included." 

in. In the sub-regulation (1) of regulation 63, for the 
words “two hundred and ninety", .substitute the words 
“three hundred and ninety".

Explanation I : The addrc.ss of a member published 
in the list of voters shall be final for determining the 
manner in which he shall be entitled to cast hi-: vole or 
the constituency or the polling booth to which he shall 
belong for the purposes of casting his vote : 

Provided that in a city where there is more than one 
polling both, the Secretary may, in his discretion, permit 
a member aitoehod to o bmth lo vote at another booth 
within the same city, on an application made in ihn 
behalf stating the reasons why he wants to vote at the 
Other both, ^thln 30 days of the date of publication in 


the Gazette of India of the notification under sub-regula- 
tion (4). 

Explanation II : The inclusion of the name of a mem- 
ber in the list of members el.giblc to vote shall not confer 
an absolute right to vote at the election which shall be 
subject to the other provisions of these Regulations.”

(2) The Secretary shall record a brief statement of 
his icasons if he rejects .i nomination. 

(3) The Secretary shall refuse or reject a nomination 
if he is satisfied : — 

(i) that the candidate was ineligible to stand for 
election; or 

(ii) that the proposer or the seconder was not quali-

(iii) that the signature of the candidate or of the 
proposer or the seconder is not genuine; or 

(iv) that the candidate or the proposer or the secon-

(v) that there has been a failure to comply with the 
provisions of regulations 65 or 66. 

Explanation I : The Secretary may not reject a nomi- 
nation paper on the ground of a technical defect which 
is not of a substantial character. 

Explanation II : The rejection of the nomination of 
a candidate by reason of any irregularity in respect of 
that nomination is no bar to the acceptance of another 
nomination which is valid in respect of the same candidate, 

(4) In a case where the nomination, or if more than 
one nomination wore filed, all the nominations of a can,- 
didate have been rejected, the Secretaiy shall give notice 
of his decision together with brief statement of his reasons 
therefor to the candidate concerned by registered po.st. 

68. Preparation of lists of valid nominations 

(1) On completion of the scrutiny of the nominations, 
the Secretary shall forthwith prepare a list of valid nomi- 
nations for each constituency and cause a cony of the list 
to be sen^ by registered post to each candidate from that 
constituency whose nomination has been accepted as valid. 
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(2) The list shall contain full names in alphabcUcJ 
order and the addres-res of ilie validly nominated candi- 
dates for each constituency.

U) A candidate may withdraw his candidatiiic oy 
notice in writing subscribed by him and delivered to the 
Secretary before 3.00 P.M. ot the ten.th day following the

suffering from 'Gangrene and its sequelae’ will come into 
force from the fst Sept., 1966.
